I  beg  to  .submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary 
circumstances  of  the  Borough  for  the  year 

The  Report  is  prepared  in  compliance  with  Regulations  5(3) 
and  15(5)  of  the  Public  Health  Officers  Regulations  1959  and  Ministry 
of  Health  Circular  I/68. 

I  am  indebted  again  to  the  Borough  Engineer,  Mr.  F,  Broxton, 
and  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr.  J.H.  Turner,  for  sections  of 
the  Report  contributed  by  them. 

The  annual  growth  in  population  ¥vas  considerable,  the  population 
increasing  by  430  to  8,250.  The  number  of  births  increased  by  34 
to  195;  the  Birth  Rate  being  23.6  which  is  higher  than  the  national 
and  county  averages.  The  Death  Rate  for  the  Borough  9. "I  also  compares 
favourably  as  it  is  lower  than  either  of  these  other  averages. 

Four  infants  died  under  one  year  of  age;  infantile  mortality 
averages  21  deaths  per  1,000  live  births  v/hich  is  higher  than  that 
of  England  and  Wales,  but  the  local  numbers  are  so  small  that 
fluctuations  are  bound  to  occur. 

The  incidence  of  all  forms  of  infectious  disease  was  extremely 
light.  The  ready  acceptance  of  immunisation  against  these  diseases 
continues  and  does  much  to  maintain  in  the  community  a  high  level  of 
resistance  to  disease. 

It  is  proposed  to  form  a  conservation  area  under  the  Civic 
Amenities  Act,  I967.  This  area  would  include  Church  Street,  High 
Street  and  Barton  Street  where  many  of  the  "listed”  unfit  dwellings 
are  situated.  It  is  the  aim  of  such  an  area  for  unfit  dwellings  to 
be  reconstructed  and  reconditioned  rather  than  demolished;  so  the 
main  object  of  the  conservation  area  to  retain  the  character  of 
TevHcesbury,  would  be  achieved.

S_ocial  Co^nditions^  and_Chief  Industries 

Tewkesbury  is  an  ancient  and  historic  Borough  near  the  confluence, 
of  the  River  Severn  and  River  Avon. 

The  first  Charter  v/as  granted  in  1574.  Numerous  visitors  come  to 
the  Tovm  because  of  its  situation,  the  historical  associations,  architectural 
features  and  especially  for  the  Norman  Abbey. 

A  flourishing  catering  industry  serves  the  tourists  and  holiday¬ 
makers.  The  Council  have  augmented  the  facilities  by  providing  caravan 
and  camping  sites,  tennis  courts  and  children's  swimming  pool. 

Besides  traditional  occupations  in  the  catering  trade,  flour  milling 
and  boat-building,  an  increasing  number  of  people  are  now  employed  in 
light  engineering  factories.  The  rapid  development  of  the  Council’s 
industrial  estate  at  Nev/tovm  increases  opportunities  for  employment  and 
enhances  productivity. 

Traffic  from  the  North  and  Midlands  passes  through  the  town  to  the 
South-v/est,  giving  rise  to  nuisance  by  day  and  night  from  noise,  fumes 
and  dirt.  The  extension  of  the  Motorway  is  scheduled  to  commence  shortly 
and  when  completed  ^/ill  relieve  the  tov/n  of  this  traffic. 


Employment 

Miss  J,  Wilkinson,  Manager  of  the  local  Employment  Exchange,  has 
kindly  supplied  the  following  report:- 

The  year  started  with  an  unemployed  figure  of  102.  Thereafter,  it 
rose  and  fell,  following  no  particular  pattern,  until  it  dropped  to  the 
lowest  point,  in  July.  This  was  followed  by  an  increase  to  130  in  August, 
the  highest  figure  for  the  year.  The  December  records  showed  II9  persons 
registered  as  unemployed,  an  average  of  1  .8^  of  the  insured  population  of 
the  area.  The  National  average  for  the  same  date  v/as  2.3^o. 

Employment  was  found  for  306  persons  during  the  year,  a  slight  increase 
on  1966,  47  of  these  v7orkers  were  placed  in  employment  outside  the  Tewkesbury 
area. 
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The  number  of  vacancies  notified  dropped  considerably 
tov/ards  the  end  of  the  year,  although  there  was  a  small  but 
continuing  demand  for  skilled  workers  in  the  engineering 
industry.  This . decrease  affected  men,  vromen  and  young  persons, 
the  notified  demands  for  the  last  being  very  poor. 

In  spite  of  an  atmosphere  of  caution  throughout  the 
year,  Tewkesbury  remains  an  area  of  high  employment.

The  examination  of  pathological  specimens,  and  the 
bacteriological  examination  of  milk,  ice-cream  and  water 
is  carried  out  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  G-loucester 
Royal  Hospital,  under  the  Medical  Research  Council’s 
Scheme,  free  of  charge. 

Chemical  analyses  of  water  and  sewage  samples  taken 
by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  are  carried  out  by  the  City 
Analyst,  \forcester.  This  laboratory  is  readily  accessible.

Under  these  Acts,  the  Council  have  authorised  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  arrange,  if  need  be,  for  the 
compulsory  removal  to  hospital  or  to  residential  hostel, 
of  any  person  who  is  aged,  sick  and  incapacitated,  is 
living  in  insanitary  conditions,  is  unable  to  care  for 
himself  and  is  not  receiving  proper  care  and  attention 
from  other  people. 

No  application  was  made  to  the  Court  during  the  year, 
the  Home  Help  Service  being  able  to  render  sufficient 
assistance  to  enable  elderly  people,  especially  those  living 
alone,  to  carry  on  in  their  own  homes.

The  G-olden  Hour  Club,  which  caters  for  people  over  the 
age  of  60,  has  its  headquarters  at  93  Church  Street.  The 
membership  is  approximately  150  and  main  meetings  are  held 
at  the  Watson  Hall  on  Wednesday  afternoon  every  fortnight. 
The  Club  headquarters  are  open  on  Yfednesday  and  Friday  from 
9.30  -  12  noon  and  2  -  A  p.m.  except  when  the  Club  meets  at 
the  Watson  Hall  alternate  V/ednesdays  y/hen  Headquarters  are 
open  till  12  noon  to  members  and  visitors.  Lonely  sick 
persons  in  hospital  and  at  home  are  visited.  Nourishing 
welfare  foods  are  sold  at  reduced  cost  to  all  old  age 
pensionfinsin  the  Borough,  Tv/o  outings  and  frequent  evening 
trips  are  organised  every  year  as  well  as  annual  holidays.

Talks,  film  shows  and  demonstrations  v\rere  given  to 
local  organisations  on  various  subjects.  Talks  were 
given  to  the  eleven  year  classes  in  the  Schools  on  the 
subject  of  the  health  hazards  of  smoking. 
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Chiropody  Service 


The  chiropody  service  is  operated  under  the  G-loucester- 
shire  County  Council  National  Health  Scheme  at  a  cost  of  2s. 
per  treatment.  Sessions  are  held  at  the  Holden  Hour  Club 
Headquarters . 

Transport  for  physically  handicapped  persons  in  the 
Borough  to  attend  for  treatment  is  provided  by  the  Tewkesbury 
Old  People’s  '.■Welfare  Committee. 

The  Chiropodist  devotes  two  sessions  per  28  days  to  work 
in  Tewkesbury  and  domiciliary  visits  are  arranged  as  necessary. 

Health  Visiting 

Three  Health  Visitors  are  employed  by  the  County  Council 
for  Tewkesbury  and  the  neighbouring  parishes.  They  operate 
from  the  Clinic  in  Church  Street.  Their  main  functions  are 
to  co-operate  ¥/ith  the  doctors  practising  in  the  area  -  for 
the  prevention  of  disease  and  to  provide  health  education  by 
example  in  the  home  and  at  the  Clinic ,  for  families  under  their 
care .

The  County  Council  Children's  Department  employ  a 
family  social  worker  in  the  Borough  and  adjacent  districts, 
giving  advice,  encouragement  and  where  necessary,  practical 
demonstrations  in  the  home.

The  Scheme  agreed  between  the  County  Council  and  the 
Borough  Council  for  the  rehabilitation  of  problem  families 
living  in  Council  houses  continued  to  operate  during  the 
year.  Y/hen  arrears  of  rent  are  such  as  to  render  a  family 
liable  to  eviction  from  a  Council  house,  the  circumstances 
are  reported  to  the  County  Council's  Social  Welfare  Officer, 
During  the  year  19  families  were  investigated. 

When  a  family  are  threatened  by  homelessness,  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer  of  Health  calls  a  meeting  of 
representatives  of  social  agencies  concerned,  in  order 
that  the  circumstances  may  be  discussed  and  a  co-ordinated 
effort  made  to  help  the  family.

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WATER-SUPPLY 


Water  is  supplied  in  the  Borough  by  the  North  West 
G-loucestershire  Y/ater  Board.  The  supply  is  derived  from 
the  River  Severn  and  receives  treatment  by  pre-chlorination, 
coagulation  of  the  suspended  solids  by  sulphate  of  alumina, 
sedimentation  in  upward-flow  tanks,  rapid  gravity  filtration 
through  sand,  pH  correction  v/ith  lime  and  final  sterilisation 
Y;ith  chlorine  and/or  ammonia.  There  is  no  plumb o -solvent 
action. 


In  accordance  v/ith  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  Table  6  shows  the  water  supplies,  number  of 
houses  and  population  on  the  31st  December,  19^7.

The  bacterial  condition  of  the  River  Severn  -  the  Borough’ s 
source  of  water  supply  -  showed  little  change  from  that  of  the 
previous  year,  and  remains  subject  to  considerable  pollution  up¬ 
stream.  Variations  exist  from  year  to  year  but  the  general  trend 
over  the  last  decade  has  been  towards  deterioration  rather  than 
tov/ards  improvement. 

Despite  the  increasing  load  of  pollution,  purification  of 
the  raw  commodity  has  been  v/ell  maintained  and  the  quality  of 
the  final  product  to  the  consumer  has  been  high."

Chemically,  the  water  has  shovm  the  variations  which 
are  normal  for  a  source  of  this  nature,  being  generally 
moderately  soft  in  the  v/inter  months  and  tending  towards 
moderately  hard  in  the  drier  suimner  months.  Physically, 
the  condition  of  the  supply  has  been  generally  good,  although 
the  intermittent  incidents  of  discolouration  in  supply  have 
continued,  A  solution  has  nov/  been  found  to  this  nuisance 
and,  with  remedial  works  already  in  hand,  it  is  hoped  that, 
in  the  future,  incidents  will  shov7  a  steady  diminution  until 
they  become  a  phenomenon  of  the  past.

further  Chinese  nuclear  explosions  -  the  6th  and  the 
7th  -  in  June  and  December  I967  again  halted  the  decline  in 
the  level  of  radioactivity  which  has  been  detected  in  the 
rainfall,  and  hence  in  the  water  supply.  In  the  absence  of 
further  explosions,  it  could  nov;  take  a  further  12-18  months 
for  the  level  to  be  restored  to  normal;  any  recrudescence 
could  delay  the  restoration  for  a  much  longer  period  of  time. 

Nevertheless,  the  current  level  in  the  rainfall  is 
acceptably  low  and  in  the  vfater,  after  treatment,  the  safety 
factor  remains  very  liigh. 
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REPORT  OF  THE  BOROUOH  SURVEYOR 
(F.  Broxton,  Esq.,  C,  Eng.,  M.I.Mun.E.,  A.R.I.C.S.) 
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It  became  obvious  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  that  v/e 
YV'ere  not  going  to  comply  with  the  standard  of  effluent  as  laid 
down  by  the  Severn  River  Authority  unless  some  additional 
treatment  was  given^,  and  on  the  advice  of  our  Consultants  it 
was  agreed  to  provide  a  new  humus  tank  v/hich  v/ould  deal  v/ith 
half  the  flow.  Plans  v/ere  prepared j  tenders  obtained  and  the 
work  commenced,  and  it  is  hoped  that  it  v^ill  be  working  early 
in  1968.  If  this  does  not  give  the  required  result  we  shall 
have  to  give  very  serious  consideration  to  land  irrigation  as 
a  temporary  expedient  until  the  extensions  to  the  v\rorks  can  be 
carried  out. 

During  the  year  two  Trade  Effluent  Agreements  VTere 
entered  into.  One  with  Messrs,  Blackwell  Bearings  Ltd.  and 
the  other,  Messrs.  Racal  Research  Ltd.  Since  the  new  sewer 
v/as  laid  connecting  Rope  ?/alk  to  Barton  Road  v/e  have  not  received 
any  further  complaints  about  surcharging  in  the  Rope  Yfalk  area. 

Plans  for  a  major  extension  to  the  works  are  being  prepared 
by  the  Council's  Consultants, 


Refuse  Collection 

Despite  the  increase  in  the  number  of  houses,  we  have 
managed  to  absorb  the  additional  refuse  collection  vm.th  the 
present  men  and  vehicles  but  the  time  is  rapidly  approaching 
Y7hen  the  purchase  of  a  second  refuse  vehicle  will  have  to  be 
given  serious  consideration. 

The  possibility  of  Cheltenham  Borough  Council  having  their 
own  incinerator,  and  the  further  proposal  that  we  should  co-operate 
with  them  in  using  it,  was  not  proceeded  with  for  various  reasons, 
and  consideration  was  therefore  given  to  finding  a  large  suitable 
site  where  controlled  tipping  might  be  carried  out  by  several 
authorities.  While  this  v/as  being  investigated  it  was  necessary 
for  us  to  make  some  interim  arrangements  because  it  was  obvious 
that  our  ovm  tips  v/ere  rapidly  being  filled.  A  field  on  the 
Ashchurch  Road  v/as  chosen  and  negotiations  opened  either  to  purchase 
or  to  lease.  The  ovmer  was  on]-y  prepared  to  enter  into  a  lease 
and  this  v/as  done  for  a  period  of  ten  years.  A  site  at  Tv/yning 
was  also  investigated  in  conjunction  with  the  Surveyor  of  Cheltenham 
Rural  District  Council,  but  this  v/as  not  proceeded  with  V7hen  it 
was  agreed  to  co-operate  in  the  Cheltenham  Borough  Scheme.  In 
connection  with  the  larger  scheme  a  suitable  site  has  noY7  been 
selected  by  a  technical  panel  of  officers  and  approved  by  the 
various  Councils  concerned,  Y/hich  are,  Cheltenham  Borough  Council, 
Charlton  Kings  Urban  District  Council,  Cheltenham  Rural  District 
Council  and  ourselves. 
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The  position  so  far  as  this  Council  is  concerned  is  that 
we  now  have  tipping  space  available  for  tiiree  to  four  years 
which  should  cover  the  period  until  the  larger  combined  tip  is 
ready.  When  this  is  brought  into  operation  some  re-arrangement 
of  rounds,  men  and  vehicles  employed  will  have  to  be  made  because 
of  the  longer  haulage  distance. 


Public  C o ny 

No  alterations  or  additions  were  made  to  the  three  existing 
toilets  but  consideration  v/ill  be  given  to  providing  additional 
ones  early  in  the  next  year,  particularly  in  the  St,  Mary's  Lane 
area. 


Swimming  Pp)_ol- 

In  view  of  the  proposed  new  swimming  bath,  maintenance  on 
the  existing  children*  s  pool  was  kept  to  a  minimum.  Cood  results 
of  sample  were  obtained  throughout  the  season.  After  several 
sites  were  examined  and  discussed  it  was  finally  agreed  that  the 
new  pool  be  sited  on  the  old  cattle  market  ground.  Plans  v^ere 
prepared  by  the  Council’s  Architects  and  all  details  of  design 
agreed  with  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government.  It  now 
remains  for  final  meetings  with  the  South  Western  Sports  Council 
to  try  and  obtain  their  approval  to  the  project.  Once  this  is 
obtained  application  can  be  made  to  the  Ministry  for  loan  sanction.

Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  G-entlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  following  section  of 
the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  Borough  for  19^7.  In 
addition  to  statistical  information,  some  comments  are  made 
to  bring  out  points  of  interest. 

The  Council's  decision  to  appoint  a  Technical  Assistant 
in  the  Department  has  meant  that  more  attention  could  be  directed 
to  Offices  and  Shops  inspections  and  housing  management.  The 
majority  of  premises  to  which  the  Offices,  Shops  and  Railway 
Premises  Act,  19^3  applies  have  received  a  first  detailed 
inspection  and  contraventions  have  been  notified  to  managements. 
Further  follow-up  inspections  will  eventually  ensure  that  v/orkers 
in  these  premises  enjoy  satisfactory  environmental  conditions 
of  employment. 

Reference  has  been  made  in  several  previous  annual  reports 
to  the  difficulty  of  taking  positive  action  in  regard  to  many 
of  Tewkesbury*  s  unfit  dwellings  due  to  their  intermingling  with 
buildings  listed  as  being  of  historic  or  architectural  merit, 
and  because  some  of  the  unfit  dwellings  are  also  so  listed. 

Whilst  realizing  that  this  problem  is  common  to  all  historic 
tov/ns,  one  felt  that  there  was  insufficient  appreciation  of  the 
overall  dilapidated  appearance  the  continuing  neglect  of  the  fabric 
of  these  buildings  produces  in  a  small  town  like  Tewkesbury,  It 
v/as,  therefore,  gratifying  that  the  Preservation  Policy  group  of 
the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  G-overnment  decided  to  visit 
Tewkesbury  in  June  to  see  for  themselves.  A  comprehensive  tour 
was  arranged  taking  in  all  the  listed  buildings  and  also  the  rear 
areas  of  alleys  and  courts. 

The  general  opinion  of  the  group  was  that  every  effort  should 
be  made  to  conserve  even  the  Y/orst  properties. 

Reference  is  made  in  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health’ s  preamble 
to  the  draft  conservation  plan  and  there  is,  certainly,  no  lack  of 
support  for  the  idea  of  conservation  and  preservation  but,  as  always, 
finance  is  the  inhibiting  factor.  The  enthusiastic  Abbey  Lawn 
Trustees  have  shown  v/hat  can  be  achieved  by  pushing  ahead  v/ith  a 


scheme  for  the  restoration  and  conversion  of  fifteen  fourteenth 
century  cottages.  Although  grants  ¥/ill  he  available  from  various 
sources,  a  substantial  proportion  of  the  estimated  cost  of  £60,000 
will  have  to  be  found  by  public  subscription.  But  would  public 
support  be  forthcoming  for  preserving  ma,ny  of  the  dilapidated 
cottages  Y/hich  lack  any  real  historic  or  architectural  merit  but 
are  adjudged  v/orthy  of  preservation  in  order  to  maintain  interesting 
street  scenes?.  Perhaps  the  increased  improvement  grants  proposed 
in  a  recent  l^hite  Paper  will  encourage  more  owners  to  consider 
carrying  out  v7orthwhile  improvement  and  preservation  schemes  on 
these  types  of  dYYellings . 

In  conclusion,  I  Y7ish  to  record  my  indebtedness  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee 
for  the  encouragement  and  consideration  they  have  given  to  the 
suggestions  put  before  them,  and  my  appreciation  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  and  the  Chief  and  other  Officers  of  the  Council 
for  their  generous  co-operation  and  assistance  during  the  year.

107  applicants  were  rehoused  in  either  new  dwellings 
or  relets,  2  of  these  being  from  unfit  dwellings.  94 
transfers  and  10  exchanges  were  also  effected. 


The  Council’s  industrial  nominee  scheme  continued 
to  operate,  and  18  tenancies  vrere  allocated  to  local 
industry  during  the  year. 


The  system  of  rent  collection  by  vrhich  payments 
are  made  into  the  Estate  Office  or  the  Municipal  Offices, 
is  working  well,  but  this  system  does  involve  some  loss 
of  contact  v^ith  tenants  in  their  own  homes.  There  is, 
consequently  less  opportunity  for  being  informed  of 
contraventions  of  tenancy  regulations,  unauthorised  lodgers, 
conditions  of  gardens  and  other  matters  of  v/hich  an  owner 
should  be  aware.  For  this  reason,  house  by  house  visiting 
of  all  dv/ellings  was  started  during  the  year  and  has  been 
most  useful  in  maintaining  some  liason  with  tenants.  By 
this  means,  for  example,  early  notification  and  remedying 
of  minor  defects,  which  if  left  for  sometime  might  become 
more  costly  to  remedy,  is  possible.

Only  minor  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  were  found  during  visits  to  food  premises, 
and  managements  Y/ere  generally  co-operative  in  remedying 
any  brought  to  their  attention.  Catering  premises  still 
present  problems  mainly  because  of  the  constantly  changing 
employees.  Much  time  and  effort  is  wasted  in  trying  to 
educate  these  employees  in  good  food  hygiene  practices, 
only  to  find  that  on  the  next  visit  to  the  premises  the 
staff  has  changed  completely.  All  the  major  food  producing 
firms  nowadays  have  rigid  standards  of  quality  control 
and  are  selective  in  their  employees,  and  yet  at  the 
final  stage  before  being  consumed,  food  can  be  and  often 
is  handled  by  some  person  with  a  complete  lack  of  under¬ 
standing  of  the  fundamentals  of  cleanliness .  It  is  surely 
desirable  that  persons  seeking  employment  or  management 
positions  in  the  catering  industry  should  be  compelled 
at  least  to  produce  evidence  of  some  basic  training  in 
elementary  food  hygiene. 


The  private  slaughterhouse  in  the  Borough  continued 
to  operate  Satisfactory.  100^  inspection  of  all  animals 
slaughtered  was  maintained.  One  case  of  localised 
cysticercus  bovis  wa.s  found;  refrigeration  of  the  un¬ 
affected  offal  and  carcase  was  carried  out  in  accordance 
with  Schedule  2  of  the  Meat  Inspection  Regulations  1963. 
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Five  slaughtermen's  licences  V7ere  granted  during  the  year.

It  is  \7ith  some  satisfaction  that  I  am  able  to  report  that  the 
majority  of  registered  premises  received  their  initial  inspection 
during  the  year.-  No  difficulties  were  encountered  in  carrying  out 
inspections  and  managements  v^ere  usually  co-operative.  In  several 
instances  the  o\7ners  of  new  proposed  shops  employing  staff  came 
and  requested  advice  on  compliance  v/ith  the  Act. 
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The  principal  contraventions  found  related  to  lack  of 
cleanliness,  and  inadequate  heating  facilities  and  lighting. 

Some  of  the  older  type  of  premises  are  difficult  to  clean 
thoroughly,  and  as  managements  apparently  experience  difficulties 
in  obtaining  cleaning  staff,  the  junior  shop  assistant  is  usually 
expected  to  give  the  premises  a  token  cleaning,  with  rather 
unsatisfactory  results.  In  many  of  the  premises  contravening 
the  temperature  requirements,  heating  was  non-existent  and  some 
resistance  has  been  encountered  from  managements.  There  \/-as 
a  noticeable  Dickensian  attitude  in  some  of  the  arguments 
advanced  against  the  provision  of  adequate  heating  appliances. 

I  referred  in  the  19 66  report  to  inadequancy  of  lighting 
due  to  small  frontages  of  premises  and  great  depth,  with  a 
consequent  poor  penetration  of  natural  light,  and  inadequate 
provision  of  artificial  light.  This  has  been  confirmed  by 
inspections  of  more  premises.  There  has  again  been  some 
resistance  from  managements  mainly  on  the  grounds  that  no 
statutory  standard  of  lighting  was  required.  The  Code  of 
the  Illuminating  Engineering  Society  was  the  basis  used  in 
requiring  better  standards  of  lighting. 

No  progress  at  all  was  made  with  one  multiple  firm,  despite 
twelve  months  of  correspondence.  The  Council,  therefore 
resolved  that  the  firm  be  prosecuted  for  non-compliance,  and 
the  case  was  heard  in  February,  I968,  The  firm  pleaded  guilty 
and  were  fined  £10,  plus  £10.  10s.  Od,  costs.

ORDER  1966 


This  Order  came  into  force  on  25th  May,  I966  and 
empov/ered  the  Council  to  grant  licences  to  ovmers  of 
pleasure  boats  to  be  let  for  hire.  Fourteen  applications 
for  licences  were  approved  during  the  year.  In  each 
case  a  certificate  of  a  qualified  boat  engineer/surveyor 
that  the  vessels  v/ere  in  a  sound  mechanical  and  river¬ 
worthy  condition  was  required.  Compliance  virith  other 
conditions  concerning  life  jackets,  fire  prevention 
and  sanitary  aspects  was  certified  by  myself. 

Unlicensed  pleasure  boats  owned  by  one  firm  were, 
however,  persistently  hired  out  during  the  season. 
Eighteen  successful  prosecutions  were  taken  but  the 
fact  that  the  maximum  fine  v/hich  could  be  imposed  for 
each  offence  was  only  £2  was  not  much  of  a  deterrent. 

This  maximum  fine  will  be  increased  to  £50  under  the 
provisions  of  the  Criminal  Justice  Act,  19^7?  and  is 
operative  from  1st  January,  I968.  It  is  anticipated 
that  this  will  greatly  assist  your  officers  in  obtaining 
compliance  with  licensing  requirements.
